Kite Surfing is an absolute thrill and 
the latest in extreme sports... 



Kite surfing or kiteboarding 
is a surface water sport that 
uses the wind to pull a rider 
through the water on a 
small surfboard or a kite- 
board (similar to a wake- 
board). Generally 

kiteboarding refers to a 
style of riding known as 
freestyle or wake-style, 
whereas kitesurfing is more 
”wave-riding” oriented. 
These two styles usually re¬ 
quire different boards and 
specific performance kites. 

A kitesurfer or kite- 
boarder uses a board with 
or without foot-straps or 
bindings, combined with 
the power of a large con¬ 
trollable kite to propel the 
rider and the board across 
the water. In 2006, the num¬ 
ber of kitesurfers has been 


estimated at around 
150,000 to 210,000, with 
114,465 inflatable kites 
sold that same year.

Facebook to scrap 'become 
a fan of' for 'like'

NEW YORK (AP) - Face- 
book is about to change the 
way it asks its users to con¬ 
nect to brands and celebrities 
on the site. Rather than ask 
people to ’’become a fan” of 
say, Starbucks or Lady Gaga, 
Facebook will instead let 
users click that they like the 
subject. 

Facebook already lets peo¬ 
ple show that they like com¬ 
ments or pictures posted on 
the site, and it says users click 
that term almost twice as 
much as they click ’’become 
a fan.” Facebook says chang¬ 
ing the button will make 
users more comfortable with 
linking up with a brand and 
will streamline the site. 

Businesses use Facebook 
pages, which are free to cre¬ 
ate, to connect with their cus¬ 
tomers and promote their 
brands. Facebook makes 
money from the advertise¬ 
ments these companies often 
use to draw users to their 
pages. The average user be¬ 
comes a fan of four pages 
each month, according to 


Facebook. 

’’The idea of liking a brand 
is a much more natural action 
than (becoming a fan) of a 
brand,” said Michael Laze- 
row, CEO of Buddy Media, 
which helps companies es¬ 
tablish their brands and ad¬ 
vertise on social networks 
such as Facebook. ”In many 
ways it’s a lower threshold.” 

But while it might seem to 
be less of a commitment to 
declare that you ’’like” Coca- 
Cola than to announce you 
are a fan of it, the meaning 
essentially would stay the 
same: Your Facebook friends 
would see that you clicked 
that you ’’like” a page, and 
such pages would still be 
listed on your Facebook pro¬ 
file for anyone to see. 

The world’s largest online 
social network is known for 
constantly tweaking the way 
users experience the site. 
This often draws complaints, 
but Facebook continues to 
draw millions of new fans. 
More than half of its 400 mil¬ 
lion users log in every day. 


Grrrr' Means Many Things 


In dog-speak, ’’grrrr” can 
mean different things. Dogs 
have special growls for dif¬ 
ferent occasions, and other 
dogs can tell the difference, a 
new study finds. 

For example, when a dog 
growls while playing, it 
sounds different than the 
same dog’s growl while react¬ 
ing to a threatening stranger 
or guarding food. And when 
scientists recorded these 
sounds and played them to 
other dogs, those dogs re¬ 


acted differently based on 
which recording they heard. 

’’What is I think really in¬ 
teresting in this result was 
that we could find some kind 
of proof that dogs can under¬ 
stand from another dog’s vo¬ 
calization something about 
the context,” said researcher 
Peter Pongracz of Eotvos Lo- 
rand University in Hungary. 

This skill has been hinted 
at in a few other species, such 
as monkeys and squirrels, but 
is largely unproven in the an-

Antibiotic resistance 
pushing gonorrhea toward 
superbug status 



You know you should eat bet¬ 
ter — but that daily multivit¬ 
amin pill, calcium 
supplements and possibly 
others compensate, right? 

Perhaps. 

But nutrition experts say 
that getting crucial nutrients 
from food, when possible, is 
better than popping pills. 

The American Dietetic As¬ 
sociation, in fact, has updated 
its guidelines on nutrient sup¬ 
plementation and now stres¬ 
ses that eating a wide variety 
of nutrient-rich foods is the 
best way to get needed nutri¬ 
ents and reduce the risk of 
chronic disease. 

The update comes at a 
time when nutrient supple¬ 
mentation continues to be a 
growing trend all over the 
world. Americans spent more 
than $23 billion on dietary 
supplements in 2007, accord¬ 
ing to the association’s re¬ 
port, and one-third of adults 
use a multivitamin and min¬ 
eral supplement regularly. 
Others use a variety of sup¬ 
plements, which prompts 
worry among health experts 
about the potential negative 
effects of megadoses. 

So what makes it better to 
get nutrients from foods 
rather than pills? 

“Foods are special,” said 
Andrea P. Boyar, a co-author 
of the position paper and an 
associate professor of dietetic 
foods and nutrition at 
Lehman College of the City 
University of New York. 

Foods are complex, and 
the nutrients within them in¬ 
teract in different and more 
beneficial ways than they 
would in supplements, she 
said. Also, many foods con¬ 
tain healthy dietary fiber, 
which isn’t part of a multivi¬ 
tamin supplement, she said. 

“Food is still the ideal,” 


Boyar said, stressing that she 
means “whole foods” — 
those that are not processed 
or are as minimally processed 
as possible. 

Yet Boyar and other nutri¬ 
tion experts concede that sup¬ 
plements can often fill dietary 
gaps. That’s particularly true, 
she said, for vitamin D and 
calcium, especially as people 
age. She also cited iron, 
which is often needed by pre¬ 
menopausal women, who 
lose it with their monthly pe¬ 
riods. And, for women of 
childbearing age, folate sup¬ 
plements have been shown to 
help prevent birth defects. 

Overuse of supplements, 
though — and particularly 
megadoses — worries health 
experts. Megadoses of vita¬ 
min E, for instance, are par¬ 
ticularly hazardous, Boyar 
said. 

As for the ideal food-sup¬ 
plement balance, Penny M. 
Kris-Etherton, a nutrition 
professor at Penn State Uni¬ 
versity, said that “ideal” de¬ 
pends on the individual but, 
in general, think healthy 
whole foods first. 

“Food does not just pro¬ 
vide one nutrient but a lot of 
nutrients and collectively 
helps individuals meet their 
nutrient needs,” Kris-Ether¬ 
ton said. 

She acknowledged that 
some people have trouble 
getting enough nutrients, es¬ 
pecially calcium and vitamin 
D, through food alone. But 
she cautioned people to avoid 
high doses of vitamin E sup¬ 
plements, which have not 
proven effective in helping to 
reduce heart disease, as some 
had thought. 

Smokers who take high 
doses of beta carotene sup¬ 
plements also can have ad¬ 
verse effects, she said. And 


antioxidant cocktails can in¬ 
terfere with cholesterol-low¬ 
ering drugs. 

“Ideally, people would get 
their nutrients from their 
diet,” agreed Dr. Michelle 
May, a member of the Amer¬ 
ican Academy of Family 
Physicians and author of Eat 
What You Love, Love What 
You Eat. 

She said she tries to dispel 
the “more is better” mentality 
that many people have when 
it comes to popping supple¬ 
ments. Their thinking, May 
said, is often: “It’s natural, so 
it’s got to be safe.” But in 
many cases, she said, the 
megadoses are not needed or 
are, in fact, unsafe. 

Severe mood 
disorder often 
misdiagnosed 

CHAPEL HILL, N.C., - A 
severe mood disorder — pre¬ 
menstrual dysphoric disorder 
— affects how women react to 
pain, U.S. researchers say. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill School of Medi¬ 
cine say 5 percent to 7 per¬ 
cent of all women of 
reproductive age have 
PMDD, but it is often misdi¬ 
agnosed. 

The study, published 
ahead of print in Biological 
Psychology, finds PMDD is 
biologically different and 
suggests physicians search 
for a specific diagnosis. 

"PMDD is not garden-va¬ 
riety premenstrual symp¬ 
toms,” study lead author 
Susan Girdler says in a state¬ 
ment. ”PMDD causes severe 
impairment in quality of life, 
equivalent to post-traumatic 
stress disorder, major depres¬ 
sive disorder and panic disor¬ 
der.” 

Girdler and colleagues 
measured biological re¬ 
sponses to stress and pain in 
women with chronic major 
depression and women with 
PMDD. 

The researchers found de¬ 
pressed women have a 
heightened biological re¬ 
sponse to stress and release 
more stress hormones, but 
women with PMDD have 
blunted stress responses. 


Gonorrhea may soon reach 
superbug status, thanks to 
growing antibiotic resist¬ 
ance to the common sexu¬ 
ally transmitted infection. 

A new study shows that 
treating gonorrhea is be¬ 
coming more difficult be¬ 
cause the bacterium has 
become resistant to many 
antibiotics. If trends con¬ 
tinue, researchers say there 
is a very real possibility that 
some strains of Neisseria 
gonorrhoeae may become

Symptoms of Panic

Here's what they may

A panic attack is a sudden, 
unexpected bout of intense 
fear. Its symptoms may be 
both physical and emo¬ 
tional. When this type of 
attack occurs repeatedly, it 
may be known as panic 
disorder. 

The U.S. National Li¬ 
brary of Medicine defines 
these common symptoms 
of a panic attack: 

* Pain in the chest, with 
rapid heartbeat. 

* Fainting or feeling 
dizzy. 

* Difficulty catching 
your breath, or feeling like 
you are choking. 

* Shaking or trembling. 

* Sweating, chills or hot 
flashes. 

* Being afraid of dying 
or being out of control. 

* Feeling nauseous, 
numb or tingly. 


resistant to all current treat¬ 
ment options. 

Gonorrhea is a common 
sexually transmitted bacter¬ 
ial infection. If left un¬ 
treated, gonorrhea can lead 
to pelvic inflammatory dis¬ 
ease, ectopic pregnancy, and 
infertility in women. Treat¬ 
ment for gonorrhea usually 
consists of a single dose of 
one of two antibiotics, ce- 
fixime or ceftriaxone. 

"Choosing an effective 
antibiotic can be a challenge 
because the organism that 
causes gonorrhea is very 
versatile and develops re¬ 
sistance to antibiotics very 
quickly,” researcher Cather¬ 
ine Ison, professor at the 
Health Protection Agency 
Centre for Infections in 
London, says in a news re¬ 
lease. '’Penicillin was used 
for many years until it was 
no longer effective and a 
number of other agents have 
been used since.” 

Ison presented a report 
on the growing antibiotic 
resistance of gonorrhea at 
the Society for General Mi¬ 
crobiology Spring Meeting 
this week in Edinburgh, 
Scotland. She says the bac¬ 
terium that causes gonor¬ 
rhea is highly versatile and 
adept at acquiring and de¬ 
veloping resistance to an¬ 
tibiotics. 

“The current drugs of 
choice, ceftriaxone and ce- 
fixime, are still very effec¬ 
tive but there are signs that 
resistance, particularly to 
cefixime, is emerging and 
soon these drugs may not be 
a good choice,” Ison says. 

"There are few new drugs 
available and so it is proba¬ 
ble that the current use of a 
single dose may soon need 
to be revised and treatment 
over several days or with 
more than one antibiotic will 
need to be considered,” Ison 
says. "If this problem isn't 
addressed then there is a real 
possibility that gonorrhea 
will become a very difficult 
infection to treat.”

Putin to visit 
Venezuela 

MOSCOW, Russia - Russia 
will cement energy and arms 
ties with Latin America when 
Prime Minister Vladimir Putin 
travels to Caracas this week to 
meet two of the United States' 
biggest foes, Venezuelan and 
Bolivian Presidents Hugo 
Chavez and Evo Morales. 

The two leftist leaders can 
view Putin's visit as a boost 
after U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said this month 
that Washington's critics were 
losing force in the region. 

Kremlin watchers will be 
also tracking comments by 
Putin on ties with Washington 
and specifically on a landmark 
arms-control treaty that his 
handpicked successor, Presi¬ 
dent Dmitry Medvedev, and 
U.S. leader Barack Obama 
have agreed to sign in April. 

Caracas and Moscow said 
the one-day talks between 
Putin and Chavez would focus 
on energy, agriculture and de¬ 
fense. Putin's office also said 
energy would be at the center 
of talks with Morales, who will 
also meet Putin in Caracas. 

Venezuela, South America's 
top oil exporter and a member 
of the oil producers cartel 
OPEC, is seeking funds and 
technology to help develop its 
oil deposits and is also seeking 
loans to buy Russian military 
ardware. 

Chavez traveled to Moscow 
in September to receive over 
$2 billion in loans for 
weapons, which including 
tanks and the S-300 advanced 
anti-aircraft missile. 

During the trip he an¬ 
nounced Venezuela recognized 
two pro-Russian rebel regions 
of Georgia as independent 
states, a rare diplomatic suc¬ 
cess for Moscow, which has 
tried unsuccessfully to per¬ 
suade its allies to do so. 

Clinton expressed concern 
last September about Venezue¬ 
lan arms purchases and their 
potential for triggering an arms 
race in the region. 


E uropean bishops urge victims to go to the police 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Swiss 
bishops urge victims of clerical 
abuse to file criminal com¬ 
plaints and are considering cre¬ 
ating a national registry for 
pedophile priests. Danish bish¬ 
ops launch an investigation 
into decades-old claims. Aus¬ 
tria's senior bishop celebrates a 
Holy Week Mass of repen¬ 
tance. 

A week after Pope Benedict 
XVI excoriated Irish bishops 
for gross errors of judgment in 
handling cases of priests who 
sexually abuse children, Euro¬ 
pean bishops are admitting to 


mistakes, reaching out to vic¬ 
tims and promising to act 
quickly when they learn about 
abuse cases. 

Their mea culpas and 
pledges to be more transparent 
and cooperative in the future 
come amid mounting public 
outrage over the scope of the 
abuse and what victims say has 
been a pattern of coverup by 
bishops and the Vatican itself 
to keep the cases quiet. 

"It's about improving 
things," Swiss Bishops Confe¬ 
rence spokesman Walter 
Mueller said yesterday, as 


Swiss bishops admitted in a 
statement that they had under¬ 
estimated the problem and are 
now telling victims to consider 
filing criminal complaints. 

In Austria, Cardinal 
Christophe Schoenborn cele¬ 
brated a Holy Week Mass yes¬ 
terday evening for abuse 
victims in what is being billed 
as a "sign of repentance" just 
days before Easter. 

Schoenborn was named Vi¬ 
enna archbishop in 1995, 
tasked to clean up the mess in 
the diocese after Cardinal Hans 
Hermann Groer was forced to 


resign as archbishop over alle¬ 
gations he molested youths at 
a monastery in the 1970s. 

Several years later, the 
church was again rocked by 
the discovery of up to 40,000 
lurid images at a seminary in 
St. Poelten, 50 miles (80 kilo¬ 
meters) west of Vienna, inclu¬ 
ding child pom and photos of 
young candidates for the 
priesthood fondling each other 
and their older religious in¬ 
structors. 

Amid renewed outrage over 
Europe's sexual abuse scan¬ 
dals, Schoenborn announced 


over the weekend the creation 
of an independent, clergy-free 
commission headed by a 
woman to suggest ways to 
strengthen church guidelines 
for dealing with sexual abuse. 

Switzerland, home of the 
Swiss Guard who protect the 
pope at the Vatican, is consi¬ 
dering the radical idea of cre¬ 
ating a central registry of 
pedophile priests to prevent 
them from coming into contact 
with children. 

And Italy's bishops vowed 
this week to cooperate with 
civil authorities.

Meet James Berisha, Non-official Ambassador of Kosovo 



Tuesday afternoon, The Morn¬ 
ing News got a surprise visit 
from James Berisha. James is 
from Kosovo, a disputed terri¬ 
tory in the Balkans. Its major¬ 
ity is governed by the 
partially-recognized Republic 
of Kosovo, a self-declared in¬ 
dependent state which has de 
facto control over much of the 
territory the exceptions are 
Serb enclaves, the largest one 
being North Kosovo. Serbia 
does not recognize the seces¬ 
sion of Kosovo and considers 
it a United Nations-governed 
entity within its sovereign ter¬ 
ritory, the Autonomous Pro¬ 
vince of Kosovo and according 
to the 2006 Constitution of 
Serbia (Metohija is the west¬ 
ern part of the overall terri¬ 
tory). 

Kosovo is landlocked and 
borders Central Serbia north 
and eastward, the Republic of 
Macedonia to the south, Alba¬ 
nia to the west and Montene¬ 
gro to the northwest (the latter 
three recognize it as independ¬ 
ent). The largest city and the 
capital of Kosovo is Pristine. 

James left Kosovo to 
Switzerland for studies at the 
age of 16. After that he contin¬ 
ued his education in Australia 
and the U.S. Now he is a li¬ 
censed pilot and for the past 5 
years has been living in El 
Paso, Texas. 

James in on a mission. Last 
year he bought a Cessna 172 
single engine and started on a 
very lone tri. His destiny? All 
the 65 countries that recog¬ 
nized Kosovo’s independence. 
James is traveling to those 
countries to personally thank 


them for their support and hu¬ 
manitarian help towards his 
country during the war, and for 
the recognition of their sover¬ 
eignty. He also wanted to 
thank all the countries that sent 
peace soldiers through NATO 
to help his fellow countrymen. 

In 1999, a brief war fought 
between NATO and Serbia, the 
main remnant of the former 
Yugoslavia, over the status of 
the Yugoslavian province of 
Kosovo. In 1998, Serbian pres¬ 
ident Slobodan Milosevic sent 
Serbian troops to take back 
areas of Kosovo controlled by 
ethnic Albanian guerrillas, 
triggering a NATO air cam¬ 
paign in 1999. The war ended 
when Serbia agreed to a peace 
agreement sponsored by the 
United Nations. 

Unfortunately, on March 1, 
1999 James’ his father was 
killed during the war. He was 
74 years old. 

Now James is flying in his 
Cessna from one country to an¬ 
other. Most of the expenses he 
is covering himself, he is get¬ 
ting very few donations. He 
journey started from El Paso to 
Mexico, Belize, Guatemala, 
Honduras, El Salvador, Nica¬ 
ragua, Costa Rica , Panama, 
and from there he continued 
flying to the 12 countries in 
South America. Tuesday, he 
started the Caribbean leg, with 
Aruba - being part of the 
Netherlands - as his first stop. 
He thought the best way to ex¬ 
press his gratitude is through 
the media and chose The Morn¬ 
ing News to tell his story to. 

“I do thank all of you indi¬ 
vidually from the bottom of 



my heart. Thank you for your 
encouragement, support, and 
contributions you all have sac¬ 
rificed. Thank you to all of you 
with the media. Your big inter¬ 
est you have shown for my 
beautiful country Kosovo 
meant a lot to me and I can as¬ 
sure you that people of Kosovo 
do the same,” James ex¬ 
pressed. “I feel privileged hav¬ 


ing had this opportunity to 
speak on my people’s behalf, 
and spreading their word and 
wishes around the world, and 
having their voices heard.” 

Yesterday morning, James 
took off to Trinidad, to con¬ 
tinue with the rest of his jour¬ 
ney in the Caribbean.

Fed official: record low 
rates still needed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rock- 
bottom interest rates are still 
needed to aid the economic re¬ 
covery, but there’s a chance 
that the Federal Reserve may 
have to start raising rates be¬ 
fore the nation's unemploy¬ 
ment rate drops significantly, a 
Federal Reserve official said 
yesterday. 

Dennis Lockhart, president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta, said the Fed is right to 
pledge to keep rates at record 
lows for an "extended period." 
But he — as Federal Reserve 


Chairman Ben Bernanke did 
last week — said that doesn't 
mean a specific time period or 
number of meetings. Some an¬ 
alysts have taken it to mean 
around six months. 

After suffering from the 
worst and longest recession 
since the 1930s, the economy 
seems to be on a path for mo¬ 
derate growth, a little below a 
3 percent pace for the January- 
to-March quarter, Lockhart 
said in a speech to business 
people meeting in Hartford, 
Conn. 


Obama clears way for oil 
drilling off US coasts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re¬ 
versing a ban on oil drilling off 
most U.S. shores, President 
Barack Obama yesterday an¬ 
nounced an expansive new 
policy that could put oil and 
natural gas platforms in waters 
along the southern Atlantic 
coastline, the eastern Gulf of 
Mexico and part of Alaska. 

Speaking at Andrews air 
base outside Washington, 


Obama said, "This is not a de¬ 
cision that I've made lightly." 
He addressed the expected out¬ 
cry from disappointed environ¬ 
mentalists by saying he had 
studied the issue for more than 
a year and concluded it was the 
right call given the nation's vo¬ 
racious thirst for energy and 
the need to produce jobs and 
keep American businesses 
competitive. 


EU steel makers demand probe 


into high iron prices 


CANCUN, Mexico (AP) -The 
head of OPEC said on Tuesday 
that current international oil 
prices hovering around US$80 
a barrel are good for the world 
economy and oil-producing 
countries. 

However, OPEC Secretary- 
General Abdalla Salem El 
Badri said that “anything 
below US$70 will not permit 
us to invest.” 

Oil prices have ranged from 
between US$70 and US$80 a

barrel in recent months. 

“We think this [US$]70 to 
[US$]80 range will not da¬ 
mage any recovery, or hinder 
any recovery,” El Badri said at 
a forum of 65 countries re¬ 
sponsible for 90 percent of the 
world’s oil production and 
consumption. 

“In OPEC, we don’t want a 
low price because a low price 
would not permit us to invest, 
so if we don’t invest, we can¬ 
not have more oil,” El Badri 
said. “And we don’t want a 
very high price — that will af¬ 
fect demand.” 

Officials meeting in Can- 
cun are discussing a possible 
plan for combating oil market 
volatility amid a shaky global 
economy. 

Algerian Energy Minister 
Chakib Khelil said his country 


hopes prices will remain 
within the current range for the 
next year. 

El Badri said new offshore 
oil discoveries by Brazil could 
someday qualify that South 
American nation for OPEC 
membership — but not soon. 

Brazil could be one day in 
the future” a member of the or¬ 
ganization because of the off¬ 
shore discovery, he said. “But 
not now ... six years from 
now.” 

Regarding a push for sanc¬ 
tions against Iran’s nuclear 
program, El Badri said: “I 
hope that the situation between 
Iran and the United States will 
be solved peacefully, because 
in that part of the world we 
have enough problems. We 
don’t need any more prob¬ 
lems.” 


BRUSSELS,Belgium (AP) - 
European steel makers yester¬ 
day demanded an EU antitrust 
probe to check for monopoly 
abuse and cartel-type behavior 
by the three major iron ore 
suppliers Vale, BHP Billiton 
Ltd and Rio Tinto after price 
increases of more than 80 per¬ 
cent. 

European car makers and 
engineering companies also 
complained that higher costs 
for iron ore, steel's key ingre¬ 
dient, could do serious harm to 
their business and were not 
justified by higher demand 
from emerging economies 
China, India and Brazil and 

Steel federation Eurofer, 
which represents ArcelorMittal 
SA, ThyssenKrupp AG and 


Corns Group PLC, said it has 
lodged a formal complaint 
with the European Commis¬ 
sion after Vale and BHP Billi¬ 
ton struck deals with Asian 
steel mills that would increase 
iron ore prices by between 80 
percent and 100 percent. 

The group said it saw 
"strong indications of illicit co¬ 
ordination of prices increases 
and pricing models and pres¬ 
sure on individual steel pro¬ 
ducers to accept these 
changes" that it believed could 
breach EU competition law. 

EU regulators can fine 
companies up to 10 percent of 
yearly global turnover if they 
find evidence that they are de¬ 
liberately choking supply or 
hiking prices.

The origin of the Easter Egg 


From earliest times, and in most 
cultures, the egg signified rebirth 
and resurrection. Eggs were 
wrapped with gilt or gold leaf, 
while peasants often dyed their 
eggs. 

In parts of Germany during 
the early 1880s, Easter eggs sub¬ 
stituted for birth certificates. An 
egg was dyed a solid color, then 
a design, which included the re¬ 
cipient’s name and birth date, 
was etched into the shell with a 
needle or sharp tool. Such Easter 
eggs were honored in law courts 
as evidence of identity and age. 


Decorating and coloring eggs 
for Easter was the custom in Eng¬ 
land during the middle ages. The 
household accounts of Edward I, 
for the year 1290, recorded an ex¬ 
penditure of eighteen pence for 
four hundred and fifty eggs to be 
gold-leafed and colored for 
Easter gifts. 

Easter’s most valuable eggs 
were hand crafted in the 1880s. 
Made by the great goldsmith 
Peter Carl Faberge, they were 
commissioned by Czar Ale¬ 
xander III of Russia as gifts for 
his wife.

Because while Woods has 
shamed himself plenty, he 
has done nothing to shame 
the game of golf.

He did a 
terrible thing to his wife and, 
because of that, a lot of peo¬ 
ple will never again regard 
him the same way.
